From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
The Old Water Mill 

(C. B. Askin) 

A history of Bracken 
County would be incomplete 
without mention of the olde 
water mills that played an 
important part in the develop¬ 
ment of the county. 

There were at least four 
mills on the North Fork of the 
Licking, viz: Kablers, Santa 
Fe, Milford and Rileys. These 
mills got their power supply 
from dammed up waters of the 
stream. 

For their services they 
took a toll of one-eighth bush¬ 
el from each bushel of grain. A 
farmer would take a two-bush¬ 
el bag of wheat to mill and get 
a full sack of flour and another 
sack of bran and not be out 
one penny. (“Them days are 
gone forever.”) 

The grain was ground 
between French burr stones, 
although the flour was not as 
white as our modern flour. 


it contained all the essential 
vitamins necessary to build 
strong bodies. 

With the advent of the 
roller mills the old water mills 
passed out of existence and 
are today only a memory. 
(“Round and ‘round she goes 
and where she stops nobody 
knows.”)

The late Emma Cooper 
Smith, of the Crain Creek 
area of Fleming County 
wrote most of her life. Her 
daughters, Carolyn Mattox 
and Jo Ann Porter recall her 
always keeping a journal 
and writing everything from 
the daily temperature to the 
latest happenings every day.

Howdy Folks! Several 
weeks ago, it seemed that ev¬ 
ery Monday morning brought 
us rain! Suddenly it stopped 
and there wasn’t any rain on 
any day! Sunday night’s rain 
that lasted into this Monday 
morning is truly a blessing! 
Even though we no longer 
raise tobacco, we cannot sepa¬ 
rate ourselves from this past 
life. As we watch the crops 
grow on the roads we travel 
daily, we delight in the good 
crops and know the anguish of 
the farmer whose crop is not 
doing as well. We cannot help 
but say a prayer for that farm¬ 
er’s tobacco as the success of 
this crop is part of the family’s 
livelihood. Farming, and in 
particular, tobacco farming, 
has changed dramatically in 
the last ten years and even 
though we miss it, it would be 
impossible for us for a variety 
of reasons to once again raise 
a crop of tobacco! We are con¬ 
tent to cheer on the crops as 
we pass them by and relive the 
joys and sorrows of tobacco 
farming in the cobwebs of our 
minds! 

Several complaints have 
been received by the County 
Attorney regarding proper¬ 
ties that are in some way in 
violation of Bracken County’s 
Nuisance Ordinance #08-002. 
We’ve talked about this ordi¬ 
nance before but sometimes 
those cobwebs keep us from 
remembering some of the in¬ 
formation! The original ordi¬ 
nance was passed on March 
29, 1994, by the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court through 
its authority established by 
Kentucky’s statutes, KRS 
67.083(3)(a) and KRS 381.770 
to enact ordinances to cause 
the abatement of nuisances. 
Passage of this ordinance was 
necessary because as stated in 
the ordinance: .. .there exists 
in areas of the unincorporated 
areas of Bracken County, Ken¬ 
tucky, properties whose condi¬ 
tion or use causes or tends to 
cause substantial diminish¬ 
ing of the value of residential 
or commercial properties or 
tends to render such properties 


as dangerous or detrimental or 
adverse to the health and wel¬ 
fare of the residents of Brack¬ 
en County, Kentucky.” 

This ordinance was re¬ 
vised somewhat in November 
of 2008 and approval given 
by the Fiscal Court. The meat 
of the ordinance remains the 
same, and a “Nuisance” is still 
described as “Any condition or 
use of premises which is detri¬ 
mental to the property of oth¬ 
ers or which causes or tends 
to cause or prolong substan¬ 
tial diminution in the value of 
other property in the neighbor¬ 
hood in which the premises are 
located.” The penalty for not 
complying with this ordinance 
remains the same. If a Notice 
of Nuisance is sent to a proper¬ 
ty owner, they have ten days to 
respond and present a plan of 
action to the County Attorney. 
If the property is not cleaned 
within the specified time, the 
owner can be summoned to 
court and if convicted of the 
violation “shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00), but no more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
for each conviction. Each day 
of violation shall constitute a 
separate offense.” 

We have spoken to insur¬ 
ance companies and some¬ 
where in their bylaws is the 
term “pride in ownership”. 
That means that the insurance 
companies have the authority 
to check the properties of their 
policy holders to see that the 
properties the company insures 
are being maintained and kept 
safe for human habitation. 
Part of the responsibilities 
of ownership is the care and 
maintenance of one’s property 
which demonstrates that very 
necessary “pride in owner¬ 
ship”. This pride in ownership 
also extends to our county 
roads and should keep us from 
littering! We are grateful for 
Bracken County citizens who 
demonstrate pride in owner¬ 
ship by RECYCLING, REUS¬ 
ING and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein’ you - Bin 
& Bug.

Additional public meetings 
set for proposal to lift 
boat motor restrictions 
on six small lakes 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources will hold a second 
series of public meetings to 
electronically record com¬ 
ments pertaining to a propos¬ 
al to lift motor restrictions 
on several small department- 
owned lakes in the state. 

Department officials will 
submit responses to com¬ 
ments in writing to the Ken¬ 
tucky Administrative Regu¬ 
lation Review Subcommittee 
for review pursuant to KRS 
150.027. 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission ap¬ 
proved the proposal at its 
meeting last month. The new 
regulation will move to the 
legislature for consideration 
once the meetings are con¬ 
ducted and public comments 
are received. 

A series of meetings 
will begin July 22 concern¬ 
ing Boltz Lake, Bullock Pen 
Lake and Corinth Lake in 
Grant County, Beaver Lake 
in Anderson County, Elmer 
Davis Lake in Owen County 
and Kincaid Lake in Pendle¬ 
ton County. Adjoining land- 
owners and the angling pub¬ 
lic are encouraged to attend 
these meetings. 

Currently, boaters can¬ 
not use a motor larger than 
10 horsepower on these 
lakes. The proposal would 
lift the horsepower restric¬ 
tion, but only allow larger 
motors to run at idle speed 


on these lakes. Idle speed 
restrictions would be strictly 
enforced. Boat motors that 
are 10 horsepower or less 
could continue to operate at 
any speed.

USD A Provides 12-Week 
Progress Update on Disas¬ 
ter Assistance 
106,000 Payment Help¬ 
ing Farmers in 40 States 
Recover from Losses; 
Producers reminded sign¬ 
up deadline approaching 
forELAP 

Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack provided a 12- 
week progress report on U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) disaster assistance 
programs today, announcing 
that USDA has processed 
106,000 payments to farmers 
in 40 states across the coun¬ 
try who suffered livestock 
and grazing losses between 
October 2011 and passage of 
the 2014 Farm Bill. 

“Farmers and ranchers 
who waited two and a half 
years for a Farm Bill are 
now getting some relief,” 
said Vilsack. “We met the 
very ambitious goal to get 
these programs up and run¬ 
ning in just 60 days. Now, 
thanks to our dedicated staff 
in offices across the country, 
we’ve provided more than 
106,000 payments to farmers 
and ranchers in 40 states who 
suffered drought, blizzard, 
and other weather related 
losses.” 

A quick implementation 
of the disaster assistance pro¬ 
grams has been a top priority 
for USDA. In February, the 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
announced that enrollment 
for four disaster assistance 
programs would begin April 
15, 2014, 60 days from the 
date the programs were rees¬ 
tablished by the 2014 Farm 
Bill. After the 2008 Farm 
Bill, it took over one year for 
the programs to get up and 
running. 

Since then, dedicated 
full-time FSA staff, as well 
as temporary employees 
hired to expedite the applica¬ 
tion process, have processed 
over $1.2 billion in pay¬ 
ments to qualifying farmers 
and ranchers. The first pay¬ 
ments were sent out to farm¬ 
ers and ranchers within two 
weeks of enrollment. USDA 
estimated that roughly $2.5 
billion would be provided in 
disaster relief to cover losses 
from October 2011 through 
September 2014. If those 
estimates prove accurate, it 
would mean nearly half of 
all disaster payments have 
already been provided. 

While disaster relief is 
a critical lifeline that can 
prevent farmers and ranch¬ 
ers who do not have access 
to crop insurance from being 
wiped out by weather-related 
losses beyond their control, 
most producers only receive 
support equal to 60 percent 
of their actual losses. 

USDA disaster programs 
include: 

The Livestock Forage 
Disaster Program (LFP) 
and the Livestock Indem¬ 
nity Program (LIP) provides 
payments for grazing losses 
due to drought and livestock 
deaths due to adverse weath¬ 
er. 

The Emergency Assis¬ 
tance for Livestock, Honey¬ 
bees, and Farm-Raised Fish 
Program (ELAP) provides 
assistance for livestock, hon¬ 
eybees and farm-raised fish 
losses due to disease (includ¬ 
ing cattle tick fever), weath¬ 
er, wildfires and colony col¬ 
lapse disorder, or for losses 
not covered under other di¬ 
saster assistance programs 
established by the 2014 Farm 
Bill. 

The Tree Assistance 
Program (TAP) provides fi¬ 
nancial assistance to eligible 
orchardists and nursery tree 
growers to replant or rehabil¬ 
itate trees, bushes and vines 
that were lost or damaged by 
natural disasters.

Through USDA’s 
StrikeForce initiative, we 
can get federal support to 
areas that need it the most,” 
said Vilsack. 

The StrikeForce for Ru¬ 
ral Growth and Opportunity 
initiative works to address 
the unique set of challenges 
faced by many of America’s 
rural communities. Through 
the StrikeForce, USDA is 
leveraging resources and 
collaborating with over 400 
community organizations, 
businesses, foundations, uni¬ 
versities and other groups to 
support 80,300 projects with 
more than $9.7 billion in 
USDA investments into rural
